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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invenl^n by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claims 1 ,2 and 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by either Helling et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,558,887) or Helling et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,534,254). 

Helling et al. ('887) and ('254) each disclose a color photographic material 
comprising a support having thereon at least one red-sensitive silver halide emulsion 
layer containing a cyan dye-forming coupler, at least one green-sensitive silver halide 
emulsion layer containing a magenta dye-forming coupler, at least one blue-sensitive 
silver halide emulsion layer containing a yellow dye-forming coupler, characterized in 
that said red-sensitive layer contains a cyan coupler inclusive of the formula of the 
instant claims (respectively column 1, line 27; column 2, line 5), and an oil former 
(respectively claim 5; column 25-27), as well as an emulsion having a chloride content 
of at least 95 mole% (examples in each and respectively column 5, line 4; column 20, 
line 34).
